Beg~Charles the Seeond was a very polite man,
and his last act, we believe, was to make an apolo-
gy to those around him, for being “such an uncon-
scionable time in dying.” We owe some such apol-
ogy to our readers, but more especially to our friend
and associate, Mr. Price, for getting so unconscion-
ably sick about election times, thus throwing upon
him all the trouble of arranging the confused, and
sometimes contradictory returns which have been
reccived from the various portions of the State.

As we find mattersnow, the only subject of doubt
or difficulty scems to be in regard to the Legisla-
ture. The re-clection of Gov. Reid by an increased
majority, is conceded upon all hands; and it will
hardly do for onur cotemporaries of the Whig press
to take refuge this time behind the unpopularity of
their candidate—they certainly cannot do so with.-
out giving the lie to professions yet trembling on the
lips of Whig orators, and hardly yet dry in their own
columns. The papers—the correspondences—extoll-
ing Mr. Kerr above that is known among men—
have not yet ceased reaching us from distant por-
tions of the State ; while our nearer Whig cotempo-
raries, received not & week since, are full of nothing
else.

We know how strenuous-
ly it has been insistod that North Carolina is a
Whig State—that the election of a Democratic Gov-
ernor two years ago, was an accident which could
not again ocecur, and that the triumphant election
of Mr. Kerr would prove it to have been so. Thus
the issue was made and accepted. The result is
known—DMr. Reid's majority is as likely to be five
thousand as anything else.

We recollect remarking. when the news of Gen’l
Scott's nomination was received—' That secures
Reid's election.” We believe that a somewhat sim-
ilar remark was made by almost everybody ;—those
who did not make it, thought it. We ask our read-
ers—Whigs as well as Democrats—whether some-
thing very like this did not strike them at the time ?
The event has turned out even so. Does not the
event of the recent election, under all the circum-
stances, strike every man as an indication of the fi-
nal result in November ? It does so strike us, and
we will venture to say, that the returns then will
fully bearusout.

Kerr. The Whig party was active and determined,
and confident of success, until after General Scoll's
nomination—then it become rather an uphill busi-
ness; and with all his advauntages over Mr. Manly,
Mr. Kerr got beat by nearly double the majority
' which was cast against that gentleman ;—more than
 half the majority against Mr. Kerr is attributable
to Gen. Scott.

Gentlemen : | herewith enclose you acopy of a
letter, written by (Gen. Jackson in 1844, the re-pub-
lication of which will be interesting at this time.

Yours, respeetfully. SPECTATOR.

Herymitace, Feb. 19, 1844

Der Sir:—Under cover of my friend. the Hon.
Franklin Pierce of New Hampshirs. of date the 2d
inst., I have received yours of the 26th October, 1833,
in which you state, - thatin your history of New
Hampshire, you have asserted the fact, that the
words, beauty and booty., were used as wateh-words
by the British at New Orleans, &e.—that this has
been contradicted in one of the federal papers. and
you appeal to me for the truth of this statement.”—
To which [ reply, that. on the 8th of January, 1815,
after the battle of that morning. was found amongst
the papers of a British Sergeant. that fell near the
line (one of the left columns of the British army,
commanded by General Keane and led ven Col. Rod-
ney. against my right) an orderly book containing
the words, *“ Beauty and Boofy.” as the wateh words
of the British army for the 8th of January, 1815.—
These words being found in the Sergeant's orderly
book, were believed by all to have been the watch-
words of the British army on that day.
The British officers have since denied that such
was given by the Commander-in-chicf; but it would
have been an awful responsibility for a subordinate
officer to have given it, withont the knowledge and
consent of the Commander-in-chief. From the facts
disclosed. none of my offic'rs, as well as myself ever
doubted, that it was the real watch-word, for the
day, of the British army, and history has thus re-
corded. These are the facis. and posterity must
judge whence the Warcu-worn proeeeded. Iam
greatly debilitated, write with difficalty and must
close. Your most obedient servant.

“ In eighteen counties heard from, and the towns of
Lexington and Salisbury, Reid’s clear gain 658-—coun-
ties both in the east and west.

Tur Fisueries —The recent movements of the
Imperial and Calonial governments to proteet the
North American Fisheries from the unjust and inju-
rious encronchments both of French and American
fishermen, appear to have excited the attention of
the whole American press. Nearly all the papers
we have seen labor under the erroneous impression
that the imperial government is about to enforce
the legal construction given to the Convention of
I818. by the Crown Officers of England, and prevent
Americans from fishing, except at the distanee of 3
marine miles outside of lines drawn from headland
to headland. We have good authority for asserting
that such is not the case. [tisquite true thatsince
the opinion of the Attorney General and Advocate
General was Fiven upon the case submitted by the
Legislatore of Nova Scotia, the government ot;that
Colony, upon the earnest request of the fishermen,
has evinced the desire to carry out the extreme le-
gal views of the Convention ; but the imperial gov-
ernment has steadily refused to take that view of
the case. conceiving that American fishermen might
perhaps, claim the right to fish anywhere outside of
three miles of any part of the ecoasts of British
North America, even within bays more than six
miles wide.

It was owing to these determined movements on
the part of the colonies. that the Imperial Govern-
ment resolved upon giving efficient assistance to pro-
tect the North American fisheries; and this assis-
tance was offered, as our neighbors will soon learn,
not with the view of enforcing the strict legal con-
struction given to the Convention, but absolutely to
prevent the colonial cruisers from carrying out that
very construetion, thereby incurring the risk of un-
Fleauut collision with the vessels of a foreign but

riendly power. It was to ensure continuance of
peaee,hm:d_ prevgult the posaibi!it;;. of bostile encoun-
ters, that imperial government has <espatched i

vessels to the shoroﬁ of North Americs. s

The vessel above alluded to, is the United States
steam frigate Missisippi, commanded by Commodore
Perry, which may be ex in this bay in a few
days. on her way to the North.
